5. Claimsl-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by MacLetsh e. a. 
(US5653808). MacLetsh e, a! disclose a proving chamber (Fig 2), a susceptor (Fig 2-50), a 
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Heating u„i, disposed below .he suscep.or (Fig 2-44), .he suscep«or capabie of l.fting, lowering 
.nd being rotatable with respect to heating unit (Col 4 line 65 to Col 5 line 5). 

Regarding claim 3 the susceptor and the heating unit are capable of bemg lifted and 
lowered together so that the distance between the two may be Kept constant (Col 5 hne 34-37) 

Regardmg Cain, 4 and 5 the apparatus for hfting and lowering the substrate is partly 
disposed inside the susceptor (Fig 1-54) and partly outside (Fig 1-48). 

Regarding clarm 6 the susceptor has a centra, member (Fig 2) and an attached peripheral 
member (Fig 2- 50a) and the lifting apparatus is attached to the central member (Fig 2-48). 

Regarding claim 7 the heating member ,s in three independently controllable parts so ft* 
at leas, one may correspond to the central par. and one may correspond .o .he peripheral par. 
(Col 4 56-60). 

Regarding claim 8, in addition to the disclosure in paragraph 1, MacLeish et al also 
dlS c«ose a stature of susceptor so that when a substrate sits on it, its upper surface will be 
substantially flush with the peripheral part (Fig 3b).

focusing the p,asma. There fore i, would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill ,„ modify 
the susceptor of MacLeish et a, with a ouaru ring on the periphery so as ,o serve as a focus nng.
